WHEREAS, Sgt. Mitchell gave the man a hug and assured him that everything would be
okay, and both troopers comforted the man and kept him secure until Metropolitan Nashville
Police Department and Nashville Fire Department units responded to assist; and

WHEREAS, Sgt. Mitchell and Sgt. Simpkins drew upon their training for assisting with
mental health crisis calls in order to bring the man to safety; and

WHEREAS, their quick thinking and compassionate action were invaluable in helping to
deescalate and bring about a positive outcome in a potentially deadly situation; and

WHEREAS, it is wholly fitting that we recognize Sgt. Denney Mitchell and Sgt. Adam
Simpkins for their exceptional act of heroism at this time; now, therefore,
